An appeal to racial prejudice is the Senator's trump card, and 

But one 

thing the learned statesman from Mo. has not observed about race 

prejudice: It asserts itself or ly when in power. It succeeds where 

' 'Mtghf it Right." 

Senator Reed has reasoned that the darker races will surely 
_ retaliate the injustices and mistreatments that have been forced 
upon them' by the white race if ever tht opportunity comes. We 
would suggest that if the Senator is alarmed, and wants a League 
that will bring eterJsstirg reace, the thing to do is to bury race 
prejudice as quickly as possible, and advise President Wilson to 
play his cards on top of the Peace Table, giving •very man a square 
deal, and a square deal will come back to him. ■
